GOLD HOARDED. 


It Was Stored In Bank Vaults In New 


York In Surprising Quantities.

often within the past few days to open 
gold accounts. These requests have come 
from customers including some banks in 
the interior.

He Has His Accuser and Threaten** Ar- 


rested and Placed Under Bonds. 


Will Sue for Heavy Damaj

Amenzo Griffith, a broker, who lives at 


US Florence street, was arrested Monday 
afternoon by the polfce on a warrant 
sworn out In Holyoke Vg Dr- Wallace A.- 
Parker of West Springfleld. 
Dr. Parker, 


who has an office in Holyoke, charges Mr. 
Griffith with threatening to do him bod- 
ily harm, and the case, so far as the de- 
tails of it have reached the police, is a pe- 
culiar one. Some time, ago Dr. Parker 
operated upon Mrs. Griffith, she having; 
bad some trouble with her nose. Mr. 
Griffith asserts that while his wife was 
yet under the influence of chloroform 
she told him that Dr. Parker, after 
he 
had reduced her to a state of 


partial insensibility by 
the use of 


the drnjt, committed ' an assault upon 
her. This statement of his wife so in- 
censed Mr. Griffith that lost week he 
wrote the doctor a letter saying; that if he 
found ont that the statements of his wife 
were true he would kill him on sight. 
It 


appears that Dr. Parker was alarmed by 
this statement and considered his life in 
danger. So he appealed to Capt. Boecklin 
Monday and wanted to have Mr. Griffith 
placed under arrest on the ground that he 
was unbalanced mentally. The captain 
told him that he could not take this step 
without a judgment from the probate 
court, and Dr. Parker decided to swear 
out the warrant for the arrest of Mr. 
Griffith on the charge mentioned. Mr. 
Griffith at once famished bail, and the 
case was taken up in police court this 
morning, when Mr. Griffith was placed 
under $300 bonds to keep the peace. 


"Friends of Dr. Parker are much dis- 


turbed about the stoifes Griffith is said to 
have circulated concerning the doctor's 
conduct toward Mrs. Griffith. They pro- 
pose to help him vindicate his reputation 
irom what they consider a baseless and 
cruel accusation. 
Physicians say that 


anesthetics often affect women strangely, 
and they imagine all softs of things under 
their influence. This sort of hysteria, 
they hope, may account for anything that 
Mrs. Griffith is alleged to have said." 


Dr. Parker bore an excellent reputation 


here and hi» many friends In this city do 
not for a moment'behove him goiRy of 
the crime with <*MCfr he Is charged by 
Mr. Griffith. The doctor has instructed 
Lawyer J. F. Stapleton of Holyoke to 
bring suit against Griffith for slander, 
placing the damages at $20,000.

QUESTION OF ELECTRICAL POWER. 


The Howe's Pond Project. Mr. Kelly 


or Boston Will be Present and Make 


an Address. General and Con- 


crete Questions. 


An important meeting, and one of spec- 


ial interest to the people of this city and 
those of the Deerfield valley, will be held 
at the board of trade rooms next Friday 
evening, when the question of generating 
electric power at Btadsboro, Vt., and 
transmitting it to this city and to other 
points where it might be desired will be 
considered. W. 8. Kelly of Boston, the 
originator of the project, will be present 
and address the meeting, setting forth the 
practicability of the enterprise and the 
immense advantages which would accrue 
from it. The general character of the pro- 
ject has already been outlined in these col- 
umns. It is to nee the water power of 
Howe's pond for generating electric 
power, which can be distributed by wires 
to any point in the vicinity. The water 
power is great and if it could be availed of 
in this manner it would be rendered ex- 
ceedingly valuable. Mr. Kelly has given 
the project much consideration and is 
fully convinced of its practicability. He 
says: 


"My faith in the practicability of this 


enterprise has grown steadily since I be- 
gan its investigation some year and a half 
ago. The results obtained from careful 
study of the conditions involved, and 
from surveys which have been made, have 
promised continually important results, 
until my early faith in the enterprise has 
developed into a practicable certainty of 
of what can be accomplished" 


This meeting should be largely attended, 


as Mr. Kelly's address will be very inter- 
esting and instructive. 
He will cover 


three topics, as follows: 


"First—The general question of power 


transmission and what is now being ac- 
complished in that direction. 


"Second—The concrete proposal 
to 


transmit power from Howe's pond to 
North Adams. 


'Third—He will show to what extent 


power is now being distributed to small 
industries from central stations, and in- 
stance the very rapid increase that is tak- 
ing place in such plants.

It Lowered all Recent Records In Berk- 


shire and Elsewhere. 


The late cold wave was one of the most 


severe of recent years and the tempera- 
ture in many places reached exception- 
ally low points.In this town Monday morn- 
ing 20 below zero vias the coldest author, 
itatively reported from any quarter, most 
of the reports averaging from 14 to 17 be- 
low. Pittsfield reports the mercury from 
28 to 30 below, which is very unusual for 
Berkshire county, and it may be that 
those who took the records were slightly 
excited, as about 23 below was the report 
from the top of Florida mountain, where, 
it would seem, it must 
have 
been 


as cold 
as in PittsBeld. 
In New 


York state the cold wave was almost 
unprecedented. In different places in the 
central and northern parts of the state 
the mercury registered from 80 to 40 
below, and sections even lower. E. J. 
Roberts of this town received a letter 
yesterday from his parents, who live in 
Clinton county, in the Adirondack region, 
and they wrote that the thermometer 
Monday morning denoted 16 below zero. 
Mr. Roberts says that when living at 
home he has seen it as low as 43, but that 
his parents never knew it to get down to 
46 before. 


It was a difficult matter to keep houses 


and business places comfortably warm, as 
there was no snow to plug the crevices, 
while most of the time the wind was brisk. 
Many householders who thought they 
were oinply prepared for emergencies 
.found it necessary to devote far more 
than the usual attention to boilers and 
furnaces, and even then they could not 
keep their rooms as warm as they would 
have liked. It was a coH Wave in good 
earnest and will probably not be ex- 
ceeded, if equalled, this winter.

INCREDIBLE MONEY ORDER BUSINESS. 


A Business Exceeding that or Much Larger 


Cities. The Increase Much Above the 


Average. Big Net Gains for 


the Department. 


If there is one thing more than another 


that Is a sore indication of a city's activ- 
ity it is the business done at its postoffice. 
Were the business of the North Adams 
postoffiee to be called up in evidence of 
the prosperity and business volume of the 
city a strong; case would be made without 
further testimony. The Increase of this 
years business at the postoffiee over last 
year's is about one-fifth and how unusual 
this is may be judged from the fact that 
in the last report of the post-master-gen- 
eralitwos shown that the average in- 
crease is only one-twelfth. 


A few figures from the postoffiee are in- 


teresting at the present time, just as the 
state of cityhood has been conferred upon 
us. The receipts for the quarter ending 
in December are the largest iu the history 
of the office. For postage stamps, postal 
cards, etc., they amount to $7,232.65. The 
money order business has reached incred- 
ible proportions. Since a year ago last 
July it has exceeded f 100,000. The business 
in money orders has almost doubled in 
the last three months. Over 12,000 do- 
mestic orders have been issued within the 
year and over mentioned; more than that 
issued by the city of Holyoke and much 
more than by the postoffiee of Pittsfleld. 
During the past jear the actual number 
of money orders issued was 8,296 of the 
class known as domestic, and 1,057 of in- 
ternational orders. The postmaster-gen- 
eral's report estimates the average amount 
of domestic money orders at f7.ll and the 
average amount of foreign money orders 
to be $14.19. These figures will give any- 
one who cares to compute it something 
near the amount of money sent out of this 
city in * the last year through the post- 
office. The local office is a paying insti- 
tution. The net gain to the department 
for the quarter just ended is $3517.74. 


There is one thing that is very gratify- 


ing to Postmaster Lyons and pardonably 
so. 
That is the height of efficiency at 


which the free delivery system is main- 
tained. A strong endorsement of the sys- 
tem was received the other day at the 
postoffiee in a letter from the department. 
This letter informed the postmaster that 
the secret service had just completed and 
reported an investigation of the system in 
his city and that the report showed excel- 
lent 
service 
was 
being 
given. 


This is indeed strong 
commendation 


when 
it is remembered 
that 
few 


of the services investigated by these se. 
cret officers have stood the test. The in- 
vestigation locally was made vary recent- 
ly and not at the time there was so much 
talk of the "spotters" being in town. 
While this city is now setting standards 
for itself it is necessary it should know 
just how efficient its institutions are. In 
knowing that the postoffioe service is of 
the very best there should be fonnd a 
cause for satisfaction and pride and a 
cause for general approval of the efforts 
put forth by Postmaster Lyons, his assist- 
ant, clerks and carriers to give the public 
the highest service possible.

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HERE'S SOME HOME BVIDBNCB. 


Wallace Freeman of thin town, who 


chanced to be traveling in Venezuelasome 
few yean since, had occasion to use a map 
of that country—now so prominent in the 
•world's eye,—and accordingly purchased 
one there. This he still baa in bis posses- 
sion, and has kindly submitted it to the 
TRANSCRIPT editor's inspection. 


This map, printed twenty-five year* ago 


and compiled from Her Majesty's own 
authorized surreys is as pretty a piece of 
evidence (if pretty is the word) against 
the present porcine claims of England as 
we have seen-in Secretary Olney's state 
papers or elsewhere. 


The map in question, In the exact words 


of tbe official printer's imprint, is "pub- 
lished for the proceedings of the Royal 
Geographical society." Tbe title of the 
map verbatim is this: "Map of British 
Guiana Compiled from the Surveys Exe- 
cuted Under Her Majesty's Commission 
From 1841 to 1844, and under the Direction 
of the Royal Geographical Society From 
1835 to 1839, by Sir Robert H. Schombarkg, 
K. B. E., Ph. D , Devised and Corrected 
to the Present Time by Cathcart Chalm- 
ers, Esq., Crown Surveyor of the Colony, 
and James Gay Sawkins, Esq., Director of 
the Geographical Survey of the West In- 
dies and British Guiana. 1876." 


If a long and exact and high-sounding 


name officially given to a map can make 
U authoritative, it will be seen that this 
map has the sanction and approval of 
Her Majesty's government. It indelibly 
bean that stamp. 


Now consider the following significant 


"note," conspicuously printed on this 
map of tbe English government'* own 
making: "The boundaries indicated in 
this map are those laid down by the late 
Sir Robert Schomburgk who was engaged 
in exploring the colony during the yean 
1836 to 1839, under the direction of the 
Royal Geographical society. 
Bat the 


boundaries thus laid down between Brazil 
on the one side and Venezuela on the 
other and the colony of British Guiana, 
must not be taken as authoritative; a» they 
Aatw nicer been adjusted oi/ the respective 
governments; and an engagement subsis s 
between the 
governments of Great 


Britain and Venezuela by which neither 
is at liberty to encroach upon or occupy 
territory claimed by both.'' 


This "note" refers to the now famous 


Scbomburgk line, up to which England 
claims so absolutely that arbitration of dis- 
puted territory within it is arbitrarily 
denied by Lord Salisbury. 


A question closes the argument: Can 


any one from the official language accom- 
panying this Venezuelan map believe that 
the English government itself twenty-five 
years ago claimed anything like a clear 
and absolute title to all territory within 
the BchomburgK line?

Income Tax and the Popular Loan Cone In 


For Ditctttsion. . 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 8.— The senate was 


treated yesterday to one of Mr. Vest's 
characteristic speeches He arraigned the 
supreme court for tbe income tax deci- 
sion; he laid the responsibility for the 
lack of revenue at their door when they 
exempted the "sordid wealth of the land" 
from taxation; he contrasted the records 
of the present and past administrations, 
he threw some light upon heretofore un- 
known chapters iu the history of the Me- 
Kinler taw. 


The other feature ot the session grew 


out of the introduction by Mr Chandler 
of a bill for a jiopnlui? loan through the 
issue of postal savings certificates. In the 
course of Mr. Chandler's remarks, the 
cnblo replies of the Prince of Wales, the 
Rothschilds and others to tho New York 
World were alluded to, and Mr. Lodge 
claimed that the editor ot The World had 
been guilty of violating section 6880 of the 
revised statutes in holding communica- 
tion with officials ot another government, 
the purpose of which "was to interfere 
with a measure of the United States." 


Mr. Gray (Del.) rebuked both Mr. Lodge 


and Mr. Chandler for tho suggestion that 
public opinion could not be solicited either 
here or abroad on any question, and af- 
firmed that a just public opinion in all 
civilized centers must be the Anal arbitra- 
tion of all disputes. 


Another brief session «f the housq was

AID OF UNITED STATES 


Invoked by Mimbers ol the Cuban Revolu- 


tionary Party. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 8.—At the state de- 


partment it is said that no information 
has been received concerning the reported 
critical condition of affairs at Habana. 
As the navy department has no ships in 
Cuban waters, no information comes from 
that source. The intelligence from Cuba 
Is ot such an alarming character that 
some surprise is expressed, even by offi- 
cials, that no word comes to the govern- 
ment as to the situation. 


Minister de Lome has his patience sorely 


tried at the reports, which ho regards at 
extravagant, and with the constant in 
quirles coming to him. The mention ot 
the report that General Campos has re-. 
signed, or that Habana has fallen, Is re- 
sented by him.

In addition, 
they presented to the secretary a great

Robinson Will Secure Justice 


In the Transvaal. 


Some Lala Reports Concerning the Recent 


Deioat o! Dr. Jameson. 


Jan. 8.—A special dispatch 


from Berlin snys that Dr. Levels, the secre- 
tary of stnto for tlis Transvaal, has re- 
ceived a dispatch -which states that tho 
TransTiial demands fron^tCngland an in- 
demnity ot £600,000 for Dr. Jaiheson's in- 
vasion 


Tlin Times this morning raatos the fol- 


lowing announcement: Orders hava been 
Bent to Portsmouth, Deronport ani 
Chatham for tho Immediate commission- 
ing of bis ships to form a flying bqumlron, 
tho object of which is obviously to have a 
iqnadron ready for any required emer- 
gency 
It will be composed of two first- 


class battleships, two first-class and two 
spcond-cluss cruiscri. Probably the Koyal 
Oak and the Be\enge will be chosen. 


The possibility ot tho commissioning of 


Bucli a squadron at a moment's notice 
shows that our resources are belter than 
are supposed, and are proof that our 
naval organization has greatly Improved 
of lato years. It has also been decided to 
dispitch a naval force to Delogoa Bay, 
but it is unknown whether it will be com- 
posed of vessels from the Cape or from the 
Bast Indies. 


In an editorial The Times hopes that 


toe Mediterranean fleet will be withdrawn 
from Salonica and ordered elsewhere and 
prepared for emergencies. 


The Times congratulates the country 


upon the foregoing news, and, with refer- 
ence to a reiteration by Us Berlin corre- 
spondent of the statement that Germany 
had intended to land marines at Lorenzo 
Harquez for the invasion of the Transvaal, 
and ha.d only abandoned the intention on 
hearing of Dr. Jameson's defeat, The 
Times says: 


This is a grave statement, and we refuse 


to believe that Portugal would have lent 
herself to such a move. But it proves that 
German interference was not the result 
of sadden indignation at Dr. Jameson's 
Action, but had been meditated and dis- 
anssed and presumably concerted with the 
Boers. 
Emperor William's indignation 


must accordingly be regarded in the light 
of diplomatic histrionics. It is a tradition 
of German policy to prepare a coup se- 
cretly and then to give it an air of coming 
about by an unfortunate accident. There 
Is grave reason to suspect that she has 
long harbored hostile designs. This theory 
•will explain the Boers' extraordinary ob- 
stinncy in refusing moderate concessions 
to the Uitlnnders. 


Confirmed toy The Globe.

Governor Robinson has telegraphed to 


the colonial office, under date of Pretoria, 
Jan 7, as follows: 


"The reform committee have resolved to 


relinquish their arms and to comply with 
the demands of the Transvaal govern- 
ment. The Johannesburgers have placed 
themselves unreservedly in my hands, 
confident that I will see justice done." 


After consulting the Transvaal govern- 


ment, Sir Hercules Bobluson informed 
the Band people that they would be al- 
lowed 24 hours from noon to relinquish 
their arms unconditionally. 


A dispatch from Johannesburg, dated 


Jan 1, and others dated since that time, 
show that the citizens were well armed 
and organized, under the leadership ot 
Colonel Frank Rhodes and Mr Farrar to 
secure the redress of grievances without 
intending an offensive movement, but 
only desiring to show the government 
that they wore ready to fight If compelled 
to do so. All the Transvaal police were 
withdrawn from the town fid concen- 
trated at the jail, while a force of 500 Boers 
commanded the jail from a ridge. 


Meantime the reform committee pledged 


themselves to abstain from violence and 
not to aid Dr. Jameson, provided he

It is said that complaints have been 


withdrawn on the parment of certain 
snms to the order, and that as a result 
nothing has been received by the state 
when the purpose of the law is to have 
lalf the amounts paid into court, 


It is declared that repeatedly liquors 


seized by law and forfeited to the com- 
monwealth have been returned to the 
original owners when cases have been set- 
tled.
